Early this morning Hie body of a

of being inflicted by the fall from 
tlie train. The medical referee is in- 
clined to think different on this and 
states that it could be caused in sev- 
eral ways and was not a clean cut. 
He will later make a further Inves- 
tigation of the wound on the throat. 


The body was turned over to Un- 


dertaker O. W. Ham and placed in 
the receiving room to await any: in- 
formation that may develop relative 
to the dead man.
